Some months, perhaps years, ago 
th< proposal that Columbiana county 
Join with others throughout the Btate 
in the purchase and equipment of a 
county experiment farm ami in tho 
employment of a county agricultural 
agent, to aid and cooperate with its

residents

their peculiar problems, was actively 
prosecuted, with every indention, for 
a time, that the project would become 
a reality. 
That such did not prove 
to be the ease seems a m atter for 
sincere regret, in view of the suo- 
cess with which the innovation has 
met in other counties where it has 
been put into effect, 
Any doubt of

While it is true that 
these compounds may retard the de­ 
cay of the fruit or vegetable, it is 
pointed out by the experts of the 
departm ent that their use may be at 
tended by serious 
disturbances 
of 
health. 
Salicylic acid is well known 
as a poisonouB substance, and one of 
tii«’ evils which may accompany its 
us*’ is derangement of the digestion 
u I
